EXONUMIA, ssueee 


Approximately 20 years ago, Russell Rulau (then in San 
Diego, coined the word EXONUMIA. Although now includ- 
ed in Standard Dictionaries of today, it is amazing 
that a large number of people, including some coin col 
lectors, do not know the definition of Exonumia. Per- 
haps this is understandable when one considers the 
number of people who do not know that numismatics is 
the science of coinage. Before the invention of coin- 
age, man used a system of barter as medium of exchange; 
objects or items used in that system are the beginning 
of exonumia - shells, beads, crude implements, feathers 
being some of the items used for barter. 


With the acceptance of coinage as a means of exchange, 
man soon learned that often it was necessary to im- 
plement or to substitute coinage that would be accept- 
able for exchange - thus token coinage came into exist- 
ence. 


The so-called hard times tokens of 1837-1841, and the 
civil war patriotic and tradesman tokens are examples 
in our country. German notgeld, French emergency notes 
and tokens, Depression script, obsolete bank notes, 
Civil War Confederate notes == the list goes on and on. 


Recorded history shows that governments and rulers 

have always rewarded special recognition and favors. 
The advent of coinage gave to the head of government 
the opportunity to create special coinage awards, which 
evolved into the beautiful medals that exist today... 
the fore-runners of our Orders and Medals in use today. 


Throughout the ages there have been many people who, 
intrigued by the beauty, oddness or historical back= 
ground of these items, collected, attributed and formed 
them into sets, picturing a pertinent part of man's 
history. 


Numismatics being the science coinage, Exonumia can

be termed that area of numismatics which deals with 
the following: 


Primitive media of exchange, substitutes for 
money, special purpose tokens, patterns, essays, 
experiment! pieces, pieforts, mint sports, off- 
metal pieces, pieces of plaisir, jetons and count- 
ers; coin weights, coin scales, medals, medalets, 
medallions, orders and decorations; charms, amu- 
lets and temple pieces. 


I+ could also be interpreted that exonumia embraces 
counterfeits, forgeries, spurious pieces, paduans, 
jewelry, fantasy pieces, restrikes, replicas, elec- 
trotypes and imitations. 


In the world of today, many of the governments have 
abandoned the accepted rule that a coin contain in 
weight and fineness the intrinsic value stated in 
its denomination - in effect, issuing token coinage. 


Perhaps EXONUMIA should include world moneys or the 
coinage of today in its meaning!

FEBRUARY MEETING - LINCOLN 
Speaker: Bill West 
Pebr Sth 1980 7:45 PM 
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CONTROVERSABLE DESIGN.... 


Criticism of the Susan B. Anthony Dollar coin brings 
to mind the furor generated by the design created by 
Herman A. MacNeil on the 1916 issue of the quarter 
dollar coin. In his interpretation of the ideals and 
sentiments of the nation, MacNeil featured a full 
length female figure "Liberty'’, descending a flight 
of stairs, in an attitude of welcome to the world. 

In her outstretched hand, she held an olive branch, 
proffering peace, yet by her mein, prepared to defend 
her honr and her rights. Overall, the design conveys 
a step forward in civilization, in defense and protec- 
tion, with Peace as the ultimate goal. 


Soon after its release for circulation, a clamor was 
heard for a recall of the coin. IN the minds of some, 
the figure of Liberty in her semi-draped garment, por- 
tended of obscentiy - not ian the sence of being lewd 
or filthy, but offensive to chastity and modesty. 


When it was rumored that a 
change in the reverse design 

of the coin was contemplated, 
this group demanded that some- 
thing be done about the uncover- 
ed bust of the figure on the 


Controversable design - continued 


obverse. In appeasement, a sort of a suit of mail was 
incorporated into the design to cover "Liberty's" 
nakednness, and a mending of the rent in her garment 
concealed more of her bare..leg. The reverse design 
was remodeled by placing the eagle higher and re- 
arranging the encircling stars so that three stars 
were directly beneath the eagle. 


Unfortunately, in the heat of the controversy about 
the design of the coin, no one discerned the flaw 
that would create an issue of coins which would be- 
come, in a short time, dateless - for in placing 
the date in the pedestal under Liberty's foot, the 
date became the highest point in the design, and 
subject to fast erosion in circulation. 


In 1924, this defect was noted and a change was made 
by recessing the date in the pedestal. Apparently 
this defect was little noted by coin collectors of 
that period for even in 1935, when a Chicago collector 
stated that it was difficult to find a Standing Liber- 
ty Quarter dated prior to 1924 with a readable date, 
(and that those with dates would become rare) other 
collectors jeered, for there were millions of them 
minted. 


John Steffen wasn't wrong - for the Standing Liberty 
quarter series is not a popular one though it had 
short existence, being replaced in 1932 by the Wash- 
ington Head design that was initially to be a commemo- 
rative coin. 


Struck only at the Philadelphia mint in 1916, with 
52,000 mintage, two design varieties struck at Phila- 
delphia, Denver and San Francisco mints in 1917, an 

8 over 7 variety struck at the San Francisco mint in 
1918 and the failure of the die to fully impress the 
image of the head of Liberty contributes to the dif- 
ficulty of compiling a complete collection of this 
controversable coin, yet it CAN be done-- why not 
try?

- "Susan B, Anthony" by John Lenker 
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1895 Cotton STATES EXPOSITION 


Although the Cotton States and International Exposition 
at Atlanta, George extended over a 3-month period, its 
endeavors to exhibit resources of the cotton states, 

to emphasize the revival of the cotton industry follow- 
ing the Civil War and to stimulate trade with other cou: 
tries were a complete success. To the collector of exo 
numia and students of history, this exposition is worth 
of notice for it was the first American exposition to 
accept and promote the contribution of negro exhibits 
marking progress of black population in intelligence, 
industry and enterprise. 


Of the many medals issued during the exposition, one 
stands out - being the first exposition medal to honor 
a black American, and exhibiting his portrait. Struck 
in aluminum, 38 mm in diameter, around the half facing 
bust is an oak leaf and the name FRED DOUGLASS. The 
reverse depicts an exposition building, above which is 
COTTON STATES & INDUSTRIAL EXPOSITION. Below, in small 
letters, NEGRO BUILDING and near the lower rim, ATLANTA 
GA, 1895. 


Frederick Douglass, whose original name was Frederick 
Augustus Washington Bailey, was born into slavery dur- 
ing the early part of 1817 at Tuckahoe Maryland. While 
yet a young lad, he was sent to the plantation of Col. 
Edward Lloyd where Capt. Aaron Anthony was manager. 
Staying there for only a short period, he was sent to 
the family of Hugh Auld in Baltimore MD. For some un- 
known reason, Mrs. Auld secretly taught him to read and 
write. Gaining this knowledge, it was not long before 
Douglass was writing free passes for runaway slaves. 


In 1833, when he was 16 years old, the death of Capt. 
Anthony brought about his return to the Lloyd planta- 
tion to serve Thomas Auld, who hired him out to several 
masters. He attempted an escape in 1836, was caught 
and returned to Thomas Auld, who apprenticed him out 

to a ships caulker. 


Learning this trade, and in the guise of a sailor, he 
made good an escape attempt in 1838 and made it to 

New York City. Shortly after, moving to New Bedford, 
Mass. he changed his name to Frederick Douglass and ob- 
tained employment as a day laborer. 


In 1831, at an anti-slavery meeting in Nantucket Mass, 
his off=the-cuff talk attracted the attention of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society, who soon appoint- 
ed him as an agent of the Society. For the next four 
years he was very busy promoting the cause of the Soc- 
iety throughout New England and the Middle Atlantic 
states. To allay suspiciion that he was an impostor, 
he published the "Narrative of the Life of Frederick 
Douglass." 


Fearful of capture as an escaped slave, Douglass went 
to England in 1834, staying there until 1847. His 
many lectures there influenced many to take up the 
abolisionist cause. During this time, a fund had been 
raised to secure his legal freedom, which enabled him 
to return to the United States, locating in Rochester 
New York, where he issued a weekly publication, The 
New York Star, later called the Frederick Douglass 
Paper. 


He became allied with a conservative group in 185l, 
led by James G. Bernie. During and after the Civil 
War his eloquence and efforts to secure, for his race, 
a rightful place in the American Society, brought him 
to the attention of the leadership of the nation, and 
in 1871, the President appointed him Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Santo Domingo Commission, serving as Mar- 
shal of the District of Columbia in 1878 to 1881; 
Recorder of Deeds for the District of Columbia 1881l- 
1886, and was appointed and served as American Minister 
and Consul General of Haiti 1889-1891. 


This eloquent negro made many speeches on behalf of 
his people, and a quotation from an address he made 


1895 Cotton States Exposition 


on Colored People's Day at the 1893 World Columbia 
Exposition in Chicago exemplifies the ability of this 
man's logical mind: "Judge us not by the splendid 
Caucasian civilization - judge us now in comparison 
with the depths from which we have come." 


Schedule to speak at the Cotton States Exposition at 
Atlanta Georgia in 1895, death precluded his appear- 
ance there. But today, the Douglass medal serves 

as a monument to him, exalting a black man, born in 
slavery, yet became a dominent figure in the battle 
for freedom of those enslaved.

Although currency notes of large denomination no long- 

er circulate freely among citizens of the United States, 
there was a time when they did. There was even a time 
when banks noted the numbers of the large denomination 
bills and the names and addresses of the people who re- 
ceived them. This practice was utilized by law enforce- 
ment agencies in their efforts to combat crime and to 
trace the tax evader. A similar situation was once . 
created in central Europe during the 17th Century, which 
makes an interesting story. 


The Dukes of Brunswick and LUneburg were always in need 

of cash to fight their many petty wars. Fortunately 

they had one steady source of income - their many sil- 4 
ver mines scattered throughout Germany. By the middle 

of the 16th Century so much silver was being produced 

that coins of a large size and value were issued, in 
multiples of the Taler or daler, the largest coin in 
circulation. Doubles, triples, all the way to 10 taler 
pieces were being minted. Some were made thick and 3 
struck by the same dies of the single taler. Others 

were thin and very large in diameter. 


At first the issues carried the conventional portrait 

of the ruler on the obverse and the coat of arms on the 
reverse, but later and in the 17th Century, fanciful 
figures or pictures of symbolic nature were used to adorn 
their surface. Among them, a picture of a silver mine 
in operation, various animals in the forest, symbolic 
wildman (signifying strenth) Fortune herself standing 

on the world, a ruler appears astride a richly ornament- 
ed horse. These large and attractive objects of coinage 
became desirable and were collected by the merchants, 
the wealthy and the citizens of the country invested 
their savings and investment for the future in then. 


But when a person changed conventional money for the 
large taler, a notation was made of the name and address 
of the receiver. Later, when the Duke or ruler needed 
money and imposed a tax, the citizen could no longer 
plead poverty or their inability to pay, for it was 
known exactly who had ownership of the large and valu- 


uf 


able talers, and called them in for the tax. 


At first this ruse of the rulers worked, but soon the 
citizens got wise and refused to invest in the large 

coins; the ruler then countered by making it a crime 

to refuse acceptance of the large coins. 


« The Thirty Years War and the economic inflationary 
spiral made silver to precious to be coined in such 
large quantities and the flood of multiple talers 

. came to an end.

There are basically two types of coins used by the 
Royal Arch Masons in the Degree of Mark Master Mason. 
The first is the Jewish Half-Shekel, usually struck 
in silver. Actually the word "Bekah" should have 
been used instead of the term "shekel" for a 'bekah' 
is a half shekel and is the penny. On the obverse 
of the shekel is a cup or chalice with the inscrip- 
tion meaning "shekel of Israel", in old Hebrew charac 
ters. On the reverse is a triple lily or, according 
to some, the budding rod of Aaron, with the legend 
"Jerusalem the Holy". Some of these designs were 
actually taken from counterfeit shekels and the in- 
scriptions vary in some instances. 


The second type is the penny with a design delineating 
a Keystone upon which appears the letters HTWSSTKS. 
This was the mark of the ancient Master Hiram 
and in the center of which each Mark Mason is suppose d 
to place his own mark. The other side generally is 
composed of three circles and has the name of the 
issuing chapter, location and the date of their organi- 
zation. The penny is mentioned only in a few places 

in the Scriptures, but one of these quotations is 

used in the degree of Mark Master; it is found in 

the Parable of the Vineyard, where reference is 


made to the pay of laborers in the vineyard. The 


Masonic Chapter Pennies (cont.) 


reference is to the 'penny a day' paid to those who 
came in at various hours of the day. At first sight 
this is somewhat misleading - that penny was actually 
the "denarius" whose actual value is not our penny, 
but the Hebrew penny, worth about 17¢. The amount was 
not as small as it seems to us, for in Israel that was 
the standard daily wage of the average worker. 


These designs are also sometimes interspersed one with 
the other and are not always easily separable. For 

the purposes of clarification, the obverse will be 

the one which gives the name and location of the chap - 
ter and the reverse will be the opposite side. 


As to the antiquity of the Mark, this is as uncertain 

to us as was the theory of relativity to our ancestors. 
Just as Masonic historians are unable to agree as to 

the age of the Mark degree or the use of the Mark and 
its original intentions, so must the derivation of 

these tokensbe so relegated. However, it would certain- 
ly seem the tokens we are dealing with here had their 
origin sometime around the 1850's. Although many would 
not agree with me, I think there is incontestable evi- 
dence to support this theory. Notwithstanding that 

Mr. Benne Lowery's reference of 1905 states Royal Arch 
Chapters had only recently begun to use specially 

minted pennies and that the eminent W.T.R. Marvin 

listed in his 1880 Work on Medals of the Masonic Frater- 
nity only three such pieces, one must remember that Mar- 
vin did not consider these tokens of anh special merit 
and only dealt with those pieces he felt were truly in 
the realn of medallic art. 


Although these tokens are still issued by some of the 
Royal Arch Chapters today, their collectability is 
highly desirable by those numismatists who are not only 
members of the Masonic Fraternity, but also by those 
who are interested in forming state collections. They 
should not be over-looked, as in many instances, they 
represent the only token that mey be available from a 
particular area, townj;ecity; omcountys 


-?- 


They were formerly issued in sets of four or more, 
(silver, aluminum, brass, copper, lead, white metal, 
bronze, goldine, etc.) but this practive has long 

been obsolete. They are now generally issued in 
copper or brass in the penny type, and silver or 

white metal in the shekel type. Gold and lead pennies 
are very rare as are those struck with high relief 

_ dies. Complete sets are also very rare and desireable. 


I would also be remiss if I did not mention those 
pieces that were done on planed-down coins of the 
realm of many different countries. This was some- 
times done on both sides of the coin, but usually 

. on one side or the other. These planchets were then 
sometimes restruck with a die, or engraved by hand. 
These engraved pieces are particularly interesting 

as they can generally be considered unique in the 
truest sense of the numismatic meaning. They are also 
rare and highly collectible.

Silver 


For more than 2,500 years, SILVER was the world's 
chief medium of exchange. Through it's long career, 
silver has affected the destiny of man and nations 
in the quest for this precious metal - through ex- 
ploration and the conquest of land by war. 


First of metals to be used as money, silver turned 

primitive barter into a standard of value as a med- 
ium of exchange in the buying and selling of goods. 
With the spread of civilization, this medium of ex- 
change made it easier to enjoy the advantages of a 

standard measure of value. 


The Ancients linked silver with "luna", its symbol 
a crescent moon, "Lunar Caustic”. Silver nitrate 
is so derived. According to Greek mythology, man's 
search for silver was a moon-madness. 


It is recorded in history that silver mines were in 
operation in Greece as early as 600 B.C.. Through 
the Dark and Middle ages, silver was mined in many 
parts of Europe. In fact, some silver was found 
and mined near Joachimsthalers, Bohemia, and a 

mint to coin the silver was built there. These

coins were called "Joachimsthalers" which was short- 
ened to 'thalers' which became the root for "dollar". 
But silver mined in the NOrth and South American con- 
tinents far exceeded that ever produced before. For 
over 300 years, a steady stream of silver went to 
Spain from its American possessions, engraving in his| 
tory "Pieces of Eight" and the Peso's. The United 
States excited the world with the news that in our wes} 
tern state was discovered a fabulous discovery of sil 
ver, the "Comstock Lode", assaying nearly $4,000 a to 
One mine alone was to produce over $6,000,000 in valu 
of ore in a single month. So vast the quest for sil- 
ver of the lode that by 1880, the length of shafts 
and tunnels exceeded 150 miles.

Today, bonanza silver finds in the United States are 
over. Though we still produce silver, it comes as a 
by-product from the lead, zinc, copper and gold mines | 
in operation. Through the ages, more and more aaaates | 
has been utilized in industry and the arts, so that 
today, silver has more value as a 'commodity' than a 
standard of value in the media of exchange, for most 
of the nations of the world have demonitized it, 


Yet, repeatedly, in history, man has turned back in 
his search for a cure for money maladies by a resump- 
tion of a silver standard of value for a medium of 
exchange. 


Trace the checkered carrer of silver through the cen 
turies and you will note how silver parallels man's 
conquest of nature, and his rise to a higher standard 
of life. Perhaps the Hunt brothers fiasco in silver 
was based on the knowledge that, when fiat money be- 
comes worthless, silver again becomes the standard 
measure of value.

When ikLiteracy was common throughout the workd, 
ASSUCKMA Of codnage made use of Symbols for the 
Adentification and determination of value of their 
coins. The shiekd on badge of the issuer of the 
coinage was a popular symbok employed for this pur- 
pose during many centurtes and 4s even in use today. 


Perhaps the 44145t cotnage to derive its name from 
the symbol on a coin woukd be the Ecu d'0n (shield 
of gokd ) coin of France, introduced by "Saint" 
Louts 1X /1214-1270/. This was a very thin gokd 
coin, Lighter in weight than the Ducat or Florin 
because it was Antended as a coin for Local use 
whereas the Ducat and Florin were primarily inter- 
national trade coins. There was also the signtfi- 
cance that the royal shiekd assured the goodness of 
the coin. 


Originally the gold shiekd coin of France was imitated 
by many of the Italian, Spanish and Portuguese mint 
masters, reaching its zenith during the 13th cen- 
tury. The Itakrian Scudo was a sikver coin much Like 
the Geuman Taker or the Engkish Crown. Seudo in 
Italian meand shiekd, as does Ecu of France, the 
Seudo of Spain and Escudo of Portugal. 


The first silver Ecus of France were minted to replace 
the gold Ecu, but in practice, the silver soon became 
worth much Less in vakue than its gold counterpart. In 
Italy, Spain and Portugal, the Scudo, or Escudo, at 
first represented the same value as a sthver & Reales 
on Taker. But again, in practice, tt did not work out. 
But the silver coin did become by the 17th century the 
main coin of Europe. The gokd Ecu and Secudo soon took 
a secondary position next to the Ducat and gradually 
faded out of existence. 


The silver Scudo of Fkonence, Pisa, Venice, the Popes, 
and most Italian city-states and princtpalities gave ar- 
tists an opportunity to display their talents, presentin 
a Langer area for the design of many beautiful types of 
coinage, something the smakl flan of the gold coinage 
had not permitted. Papal Seudi both in silver and 
gold, and both of exactky the same value, was issued 
until 1866, when the Vatlean joined the Italian Lire 
system of cwmrency. About the same time, Spain aban- 
doned the escudo and reales system in favor of a dect- 
mak one, and inPortugal, the Rets and Mikreis was the 
money of the day. 


In 1910, Portugal abandoned its inflated Rets monetary 
systeun and returned to the ancient denomination called 
the Escudo on 'Shield' money, and is in use by that 
nation today. 


About A.D. 312, Constantine the Great minted in (Byzan- 
tium) Constantinople, Later name change to Istanbul, 
(1930) the gold solidus coin inplace of the gokd 
aureus coin. The solidus /Latin for thick/ coin later 
known as the bezant or besant, became the standard 
gold coin of Europe before the glorin and zecchino 
were minted and was current until the fall of the 
Byzantine Empine - 1453. 


During the Crusades, the Bezant was the official cur- 
nency paid to the higher class military and their cr- 
culation in Eurzope did much to influence the design 
of the heraldic shields of the nobility and artsto- 
cratic families, and Later even the European:

coinage, for the sacred figures and symbols appear- 
ing on the coin and the coins association with the 
Crusaders was taken as a hoky sign. 


The Medici family, Europe's most powerful famcly 

of bankers and money Lenders, adopted three circles 
nepresenting three besants as their crest, and this 
ernest comes to us today as a sign of the pawn broker.

The reprehensible conduct of the Iranians in imprison- 
ing as hostages, the personnel of the American Embassy 
brings to mind the atrocious conduct of the earlier 


Persians, an incident familiar to collectors of coin- 
age of the Roman Emporors. 


Coinage of those emperors give an insight to the times 
and lives of people who controlled the destinies of 
millions of people. Those coins not only picture the 
history of the Emperor, but reveal the picture of a 
government so corrupt that it sunk so low that it had 
to be auctioned off to the highest bidder; coinage 
that also portrays the joys, tragedies, violence and 
monumental egotism of the people who controlled the 
people. 


Leaders for the most part, imbued with moral standards 
so low and base, when viewed by the standards of today, 
that one must cringe with horror from the acts of cor- 
ruption, assassinations and evil deeds that were com- 
monplace during their reign. Ignoble and violent 
deaths often ended their rule. Of these deaths, the 
demise of Valerian (AD 254/260) perhaps best personi- 
fies the viciousness of their times. 


Publius Licinius Valerian was of noble birth, held 
various offices in service to the State. In the reign 
of Trajan Decius, he was appointed Censor, later was 
employed by Gallus to put down the rebellion of Aemi- 
lian, and on the death of Gallus, who with his son 
Velusian, was murdered by their own soldiers, while on 
their way to fight the forces of Amelian. Valerianus 
was saluted as Emperor and he appointed his son 
Gallienus as joint ruler. 


Meanwhile, under the leadership of Shapur I, King of 
Persia, the Asiactics invaded Asia Minor and took most 
of the Roman Strongholds there. When even Antioch 
became a casualty, the danger could no longer be ignored 
in Italy. Rome was in the throes of a depression, the 


like never before experienced. Money became worthless, 
gold was hoarded. Countless usurpers to the throne 
arose and were quickly exterminated. Insecurity spread 
to the Provinces and the prestige of Imperial Rome was 
at an all time low. The German enemy on the north and 
northeast were invading, crossing the Rhine and Danube 
rivers and Valerian was hard-pressed to stem the invasio 
although aided by his son and co-regent Gallienus, as 

an able officer. 


At this time (260 AD) the Persians had succeeded in 
taking most of the.Roman Asia Minor Golonies and 
Valerian decided it was time that he go east and lead 
the forces against the Persians. His won, Gallienus, 
was to remain and guard the west and safeguard Italy. 


Valerian arrived in Antioch, gathered his forces and 
engaged the army of Shapur, only to be defeated and 
taken captive. It was ironical that after their lead- 
ers capture, the Roman troops rallied and managed to 
regain ground, with the situation being stabilized. 


At first the Romans attempted to ransom their leader 
Valerian, but Shapur had all the gold he needed and 
his hatred for Rome was so great that he refused to 
give up his prisoner. Shapur delighted in devising 
more and more ways of insulting and torturing his pri- 
soner, Kept at court for several years, Valerian was 
subjected to countless indignities. Shapur finally 
tired of maltreating his captive and as an ultimate 
gesture of his contempt for Rome, had Valerian killed 
ahd his hide stuffed for display. This gruesome ob- 
ject was for years exhibited in the Persian Court. 


It is interesting to note that Valerian's son Galli- 
enus, co regent, did nothing to obtain the freedom 
of his father, and failing even to make any prepara- 
tion to recapture Asia Minor and in the seige of 
Milan in 268 AD, met death at the hands of his own

TOPIC: Worls of Charles E, Barber 
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KEYS TO THE PAST....+. 


A great deal of our knowledge of the past and ancient 
civilizations has been obtained from the study of the 
coinage issued, or in use, during that time. Little 
credit has been given the medals and tokens also issued 
by the Ancients. They, too, have contributed greatly 
in the search for knowledge of those times. Tokens 

and medals will also provide a key to unlock the door 
to our present and past history as a nation to the 
future historian. 


The United States, other than a series of commemora- 
tive coins, provides little information to unravel 
the history of the nation or its people, for from 
its inception, it's coinage depicts seven Americans, 
various profiles or poses of a female figure, a buf- 
falo, an eagle or an indian - all without any iden- 
tification, as to name, rank or relationship to our 
culture or of the people. However, the tokens and 
medals issued or used in this land will, as they have 
in the past civilizations, clearly picture and iden- 
tify political figures, including our presidents, 
military leaders and heroes, artists and inventors, 
writers and other famous people from all fields of 
endeavors. 


KEYS TO THE PAST - continued 


Information will be gleaned about all phases of agri- 
culture, industry, economy, religion, politics and all 
phases of retail activity. Colonial tokens and medals 
issued and used both before and after the Revolution- 
ary War, for England consistently refused to provide 
the Colonist a colonial coinage,and through taxes and 
the requirement of gold or silver coins as payment for 
supplies needed by the colonists, forced the settlers 
to resort to the barter system for domestic trade. 
From this barter system evolved the use of various 
items as a measure of value - tobacco, musket balls, 
wampum, furs, augmented by tokens, imitating the coin- 
age of the Mother country, and the privately struck 
and issued by individuals,also token coinage issued 
by some of the colonies. 


For the building and use of road or highways, tokens 
were introduced in the late 1700's as payment for the 
toll in travelling. From Pennsylvania, this token 
method of payment spread to other states and even to- 
day is prevalent in the Nation. 


These transporation tokens vividly depict the means 
of transport, it's system and growth in the land, de- 
tailing another facet of our nation. 


Imitating their English cousins, individuals, busi- 
ness concerns and societies began the issuance of 
tokens to advertise, promote or serve as a substitute 
coinage in the marketing of their goods or services, 
climaxed in the period of 1837-1844, with issues of 
what is now known as Hard Times tokens 


About the same size and metals as the official United 
States large cents, these tokens actually circulated 
as large cents, due to the hoarding of the minor coin- 
age of the United States. Of two distinct types, 
Political and Advertisement, the political clearly 
depict the animosity towards a central bank, while 

the advertisements render an insight to the goods 

and services available to the public. 
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Keys to the past - continued 


The 1896-1900 Presidential campaigns, when the ''Silver 
Question'' was a vital issue, created a series of tokens, 
political in nature, that to a historian will reveal 

an insight to the temperament of the people, and times 
as they study the ''Bryan Money'' tokens of that era. 


As in times of the past, tokens of the 1930's will 
graphically illustrate the economic disaster of the 
Nations depression. 


Political, promotional, advertising, gambling, trans- 
portation tokens, and the fiat money of today, will 
assist future historians to assemble a complete his- 
tory of our nation and its people. 


For the present, you too can delve into the past by 
studying the ''TOKEN''

TORBEN GOFNAGE...., 


Although King James I! (1633-1701) ruled England for 
only a short period of time, his conduct and acts had 
much to do with history of that nation. His issuance ” 
of a money of necessity, or token coinage, in Ireland, 
when examples of which are encountered today, stand 

as monuments to his futile efforts to regain his - 
throne. 


James I1, Duke of York, was the second son of King . 
Charles | who was beheaded for treason in 1649. James || 
escaped to France during the revolution in 1648 where 


he stayed until his brother Charles I! was crowned 
as King, after the downfall of the Commonwealth in 
1660. James I! returned to England and was commission- « 


ed Lord High Admiral. He resigned from this office in 
1673 and during this year, married Mary of Modena 
which brought close ties to the Catholic and Imperial 
policies of King Louis XIV. Distrusted and disliked 
by the Whig Party, this act increased their hatred of 


him, and they were successful in having James I! exil- ; 
ed after the accusation os Titus Oates about the 
Popish Plot. James I! was recalled to England in 


1680 after Parliament failed to exclude him from 
succession to the throne, and the abortive Rye House 


Plot. The death of King Charles I! in 1685 places 
James I! on the throne as King of England.

On his accession to the throne, James || determined to 7 


make Ireland his stronghold in order to support his 

despotism, which was persisted in with blind obstinacy, 
having no regards to the rights of freedom of speech 

and religion of his subjects. His conduct and actions ~ ' 
so frightened the English people living in Ireland N 
that they fled to England, often sacrificing all their | 
possessions to escape. a | 


His unpopularity was further increased by the trial of 
seven Bishops in 1688 when they opposed his declara- : 
tion of indulgencies, giving religious toleration 
against a hostile Parliament. a 
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Birth of James Edward Stuart as possible Catholic heir 

» to the throne so thoroughly frightened his subjects 
that they invited William of Orange to seize the throne. 
William of Orange landed at Torbay in 1688 and so com- 
pletely had James I! alienated his people that he found 


himself unable to defend his throne. In December 1688 
James I! fled to France leaving William of Orange in 

» control. 
Attempting to regain his throne, James || arrived at 


Kinsdale on the south coast of Ireland in 1689, making 
a triumphant procession on the march from Cork to Dub- 
lin. To the Roman Catholic people of Ireland, his pass- 

. ing was a divine event and was cheered lustily. This 
royal welcome was undeserved and its greatness was not 
valued by him which was to cost him dearly in the strug- 
gle to regain his throne. 


The failure of his Irish army to capture Londonderry 

was a severe blow, and the sacrifice and kind ness of 
the Irish people did nothing to change his tyrannical 
nature. In indication of his tyranny and disregard 

for the rights of his people was the issue of a token 
coinage, so-called GUN MONEY. This coinage ruined his 
Supporters and friends and those who were forced to 
accept it, by royal decree, in payment for supplies 

to his army. Reaction to this outrage was the withdraw- 
al of a large number of his supporters and followers. 


- 


William of Orange, having established himself solidly 

in favor of his subjects decided that James I! in Ire- 
land was a threat to his crown and a thorn in the affairs 
of England. Taking up the task of removal of this ty= 
rant, William of Orange, King of England, landed with 

a large force of mercenary soldiers from the countries 

of Europe in Ireland. In the Battle of Boyle, the 

Irish army was defeated in 1690 and James |! fled into 
exile, beaten in the attempt to regain his crown, dying 
in 1701, still exiled and alone. 


TOKEN COINAGE - cont. 


The token money, or Irish Gun Money of James |! was 
coined from old cannons, bells, kitchen utensils and 
scrap metal at mints in Dublin and Limerick !treland. 
With the exception of the crowns, the coins bear 

the actual month of striking and the year. The more 
common coins have the inscription, J.R.MAG. BR. FR. 
ET, HIB, REX, abbreviation for JACOBUS. REX MAGNI- 
FICENT BRITAIN FRANCE AND HIBERNIA KING.

Gold and sikver metals have been an integral factor 
An codnage for over 2,000 years and have akways been 
accepted as a valuable commodity outside of their 
acceptance as an exchange media in the official coin 
age. 


Individuals, organizations, even nations have, at one 
time on another, sought to gain controk of a sukficient 
amount of these metaks in order to dictate their in- 
Auinsic value. Latest incident of this was the Hunt 
fiasco in sikver. 


Fon as Long ads these metals were an integral part of 
offictal coinage by the governments, thetr intrinsic 
vakues were controlled edict, making it almost im- 
possrble for any one to obtain a sufficient amount 
of metal necessary to manipulate its intrinsic value. 


When governments repudiated the need of these metals 
as a necessary part of the exchange media, their value 
as a commodity in the fields of the arts and industry 
was not onky enhanced but created the opportunity for 
Speculation «n controlling their intrinsic value, 

for their use and demand far exceeds the mined output 
of these metals. 


In periods of economic unrest and inflation, gokd and sil- 
ver have always been touted as something to be hoarded as _ 
hedge for a better time. This situation brings to mind an 
Ancident that occurred during the great depression here in 
the United States. 


Colorado depended on its economy based on the output of 

4ts mining industry, gold and silver being most of its 
products. Various methods were attempted to bolster the * 
economy by creating a need for these products. One method 
was Anstituted by Pedley Ryan & Co, beginning on Jan 5 1933 
This Anvestment fun began the striking of an issue of 
sthver "dollars". Several varieties were to be issued, 
with the one strike most often encountered today having 

dn Aneuse plain Letters, the inscription PEDLEY RYAN & CO * 
DENVER on the obverse and 1933 SILVER 430 GRAIN in three 
Lines on the reverse. These 'dollars' are plain edged 
discs the size of the U. S. doklar. Each piece contains 
one ounce of silver. | 


The original purpose of the issue was to provide a conve- . 
nient medium for speculation in the silver metal. In 
theory, thousands of investors would, aster purchasing 

the Pedfey Ryan 'doklanrs', neakize great profits when 

the price of silver reached the U.S. market price of a 
doklar an ounce. Also, Colorado's silver mining interest 
would benefit from the increased demand and wider market 
for 4ts product. 


The Peddey Ryan & Co offered the Pedley Ryan & Co 'doklars' 
for sale to the public at 3 for a dokkan, plus 10¢ for 3 
postage. Total striking and issue figures are not accu- 
nateky known, but there 46 known to be a rarity for in the 
50 preces Struck in the first day of minting, the inscerip= 
tion PEDLEY RYAN & CO DENVER 44 on both obverse and re- 
verse. The totak number of pieces issued from the seven 
knoun strikings are however small and how many exist today 
4& unknown. | 


Sales of this 'doklar' never reached the anticipated goak 
and the company abandoned the project in Late summer of 
1933. Later the Pedley Ryan & Co sokd bars of 1000 ounce 
Aikver and was known as the Cow Gulch Oi Company

| must have been struck and in use between 1870 and 1889 
for the name of the fort was changed from Camp Supply to 
Fort Supply in 1889, and in the early editions of the 
first newspaper in that area, there is no mention of the 
firm of Lee & Reynolds. However, today (a hundred years 
later) | am a reminder that tokens of Lee & Reynolds did 
play an active part in their operations on the frontier 
in dealing with the military and the Indians. 


Congress had, at the insistence of John Quincy Adams, 
passed an Act for the removal of Indians living east of 
the Mississippi River- west to the Indian Territory - an 
area which in 1835 is best described -- northern boun- 
dary was that of the Territory of Nebraska; the southern 
boundary the Red River; north/south distance of some 600 
miles. The Kansas/Nebraska Act of 1854 restricted the 
shape and area of the Indian territory to about the same 
as that of present day Oklahoma. Trade in Indian terri 
tory among the Indians did not vary greatly from that of 
rural merchants of that period in any other part of the 
country - with barter playing an essential part of ser- 
vices. 


After the Civil War, the Federal Government purchased 
from the Indians a great portion of the Territory to be 
used for re-settlement of many Indian tribes which were 
considered as wild and unruly, and for establishing 
military personnel surplus and have bases of operation 
for any Indian campaigns which might be needed. Accord- 
ingly, Camp Supply was activated in Nov 18 1867; Fort 
Sill on Jan 8 1869, and Fort Reno in 1874. 


~ 


During this period after the Civil War, there were 
essentially two types of traders doing business in 
trade with the Indians in the area - the trader who 
received a permit to trade directly from the Secre- 
tary of War to establish a ‘post exchange' at the 
forts and to supply them with vital supplies, and 

the second type -the trader who received a license 
from the United States Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
to trade directly with the Indians. His trading post 
was usually located at one of the several Indian 
Agencies. 


On Nov. 17 1870, the Secretary of War appointed A.E. 
Reynolds as Post Trader at Camp Supply, Indian Terri- 
tory. W.M. Lee had written to the superintendent of 
the Cheyenne Indian Agency, asking special permission 
to trade with the Cheyenne and Arapaho Indians, stat- 
ing that his license had been granted on Sept 13, 

1869. These were the two men who joined resources to 
become Lee & Reynolds, Military and Indian Traders, to 
become one of the most highly respected firms in all 

of the Indian Territory. They had, for time, an exclu- 
sive contract to furnish Camp Supply with wood, cut to 
specifications and to supply hay for the cavalry horses. 
Their activities in ranching, operation of stage lines 
and dealing in buffalo robes are too great in scope to 
more than mention here. Of all the traders to the 
Indians (Apaches, Commanches, Cheyennes, Kiowas and 
Araphoe) , Lee and Reynolds were the only firm to issue 
trade tokens. 


| and my fellow tokens must have been struck and issued 
tetween the years 1870 and 1889, for the name of the 
fort was changed from Camp Supply to Fort Supply in 


1889, and the 1880 edition of the first newspaper of 
the area makes no mention of the firm of LEE & REYNOLDS.

"THE MEDAL COMMEMORATING THE TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 
OF THE SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY" 


The year 1962 marks the Twenty-fifth birthday of the 
San Diego Numismatic Society. The first meeting was 
held on Febr. 8th, 1937, in the offices of its found- 
er and first president, Dr. Bruce L. Wallace. Inter- 
est in numismatics was fostered when the California 
Pacific International Exposition, held in San Diego 

in 1935 and 1936, issued its commemorative half-dollars 
that were struck at Denver and San Francisco. 


The Medal shows on the obverse, a figure of a Greek 
goddess, representing Peace, holding a pair of olive 
branches, around the numeral '25' which shows the age 
of the San Diego Numismatic Society. Below the seat- 
ed figure is a coin album, signifying the science of 
numismatics. Around the edge of the medal is the 

name of the San Diego Numismatic Society and the dates 


1937-1962. 


The city of San Diego is represented by the figures 

on the reverse. On the top of the medal is shown the 
belfry from the Mission San Diego de Alcala, the 

first of many missions founded by Fray Junipero Serra 
on July 16, 1769. On each side of the reverse are two 
pillars from the Spanish pillar dollar. In the middle 
is shown a sailing ship, the San Salvador, the flag- 
ship of Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo. Cabrillo discovered 
San Diego on Sept. 28, 1542. This was just fifty 


years after the famous voyage of Christopher Columbus. 
Filling out the bottom are two dolphins, indicating 
the Pacific and Atlantic oceans, and showing that San 
Diego is the first American port of call for ships 
arriving from the Panama Canal. 


The medal was designed by Robert J. Brosch of Nation- 
al City, Cal, Mr. Brosch, born in Peipzig Germany, 

is a member of the Society. He designed and sculptured 
in wood the 50th anniversary medal of La Mesa, Calif. 
He is also well-known on the West coast for his many 
fine wood carvings that have appeared in many churches 
and expositions. Sculptor of the models was well known 
artist Joseph De Lorenzo of New York. Medallists were 
the Medallic Art Company of New York. 


San Diego Numismatic Society has had a rich history 
since its conception in 1937. It has grown from a 
membership of thirty, to over 250. It has been very 
active in helping in forming coin clubs in and around 
San Diego, started a coin show at the San Diego County 
Fair, won national honors in National Coin week, help- 
ed form an annual coin show and hosted several conven- 
tions of the State organization. Most important is 
that the Society has furnished its members as officers 
and leaders of County, regional, State and National 
organizations. The San Diego Numismatic Society, the 
7th oldest coin club in the United States, west of 

the Mississippi, has a strong heritage and should 

have just as glorious a story to tell in the next 

25 years, as it did in the last 25."'

SILVER DOLLARS - THE REDFIELD HOARD 


The Redfield hoard of silver dollars is among the more 
enjoyable topics of discussion in numismatics. 


Lavere Redfield, who made a fortune in oil and the 

stock market during the 1920's and 1930's, accumulated 
an unsurpassed number of silver dollars. Considered 

an eccentric because of his profound distruct of govern- 
ment, Mr. Redfield preferred silver dollars to paper 
currency. Throught contacts at several banks near his 
Reno, Nevada, home, he purchased numerous bags of un- 
circulated silver dollars. 


Mr. Redfield was not a numismatist - as a result, no 
special care was given to his bags of dollars. [In 
fact, the dollar bags were thrown into the basement 
by way of his coal chutes. 


The eccentric Redfield also hoarded food. One after- 
noon the Nevada heat caused a case of peaches located 
near the bags of coins to explode. Bits of peaches 
mingled with silver, pitting the finish of many of the 
coins. 


At one time, the accumulation contained well over six 
hundred thousand pieces, but a 1963 burglary resulted 
in the loss of over 100,000 coins. Bags of brilliant 
uncirculatedl1896-0 and 1897-0 dollars, now extremely 
rate in uncirculated condition, were reportedly among 
those stolen. 


Redfield died in 1974, leaving an enourmous estate. 
His silver dollars constituted only a small portion 
of this wealth. 


Although the exact inventory of his silver dollars may 
never be known, it is known that the bags of 1925-S and 
1893-P uncirculated dollars that appeared in 1974 and 
1975 were from the Redfield hoard. 


On January 27, 1976, a buyer purchased 407,596 pieces 
from the Redfield treasure for a record 7.3 million 
dollars. At the time of the transaction, the whole- 
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sale value of the coins was fifteen to twenty million 
dollars; however, the speed with which the market coul 
absorb the pieces and the eventual price outcome were 
uncertain. 


Since 1976, the extreme rise in silver prices coupled 
with the intense interest in numismatic coins have 
created an exciting, brisk market for silver dollars. 
As a result, the Redfield pieces have flowed into the 
marked with ease.

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STRANGE MONEY OF THE WORLD 


Originally the people of the islands, caves, 
forests and plains had very few needs. They 
gathered and picked grains and fruits for 
their food and made their own weapons and 
whatever clothing they needed. As the family 
groups and clans joined villages and later 
towns their lives became more complicated. 


Many specialized in one pursuit and traded 
their products for those of their neighbors. 
Soon the market place developed for this trading 
and bartering. Chickens, goats, sheep, cattle, 
horses and camels were desired by all as they 
could graze for their food and also they would 
reproduce creating growth in wealth for their 
Owners. 


Salt; ‘metals ~-:e@lobh «ayfurs +.hiLlGes ,.jbVeLU, 
wool, dyes, spices, tea, coffee, implements, 
weapons and grain were frequent trade items. 
They were joined by beads, shells, and other 
decorative items in bartering. 


Imitations or small facsimiles of tools, 
weapons and clothing sometimes replaced the 
real “items \ in ibartering:. This is seen in the 
"pu" and "tao" money of early China. 


Bartering and trading went on for thousands 
of years around the entire world and continues 
today. Traders have been traveling by caravan 
routes, sea lanes, island hopping and visiting 
seaports by coastal vessels. COWry BsuéEel Ts, 
for example, were used across Africa, Asia, 
Asia Minor, and the South Sea [Islands as money 
and decorations. 


Coins of gold, silver and copper and other 
metals slowly began taking the place of barter 
items about 2700 years ago. In recent years 
the gold and silver coins have become too 
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valuable for currency and have been replaced 
by paper money and by coins of metals of 
lesser value. 


Africa was a great continent for bartering. 
Furopean and Asian traders soon found that 
they could trade beads, bolts of cloth, iron 
bars and trinkets with African chiefs for 
various products including ivory and gold. 


Around the year 1500 and for the next 400 
years Africa was cut up into colonies by 
England, Belgium, France, Italy, Portugal, 
Spain and Germany. Colonial coins from these 
nations gradually replaced the barter items. 


In recent years the colonies have become 
independent countries and now have their own 
coins. However, barter still exists in many 
places.

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THE PLEDGE TO THE FLAG.... 


I pledge allegiance to the flag of the United States 
of America and to the republic for which is stands, 

one nation under God, indivisible, with liberty and 

justice for all. 


This, the latest wording of the Pledge to the Flag, 
has developed from the original, which was drawn up 
in August, 1892, in the office of the Youth's Compan- 
ion, a popular magazine for young people, in Boston, 
Mass. It was first used at exercises on Columbus 
Day, Oct- 126.1892. 


A change in the wording authorized by act of Congress 
signed by President Eisenhower June 14, 1954, directed 
attention to the original pledge and its history. 
Words added a few years ago were of the United States 
of America following flag. The insertion of 1954 was 
under God following nation. The first was intended to 
particularize this country for naturalized citizens 
and immigrant children. 


When President Eisenhower signed the act that added 
under God, he remarked that "in this way we are re- 
affirming the transcendance of religious faith in 
America's heritage and future; in this way we shall 
constantly strengthen those spiritual weapons which 
forever will be our country's most powerful resource 
in peace and war. 


The original pledge was suggested by James B. Upham 
one of the partners of the Perry Mason Co, publishers 
of the Youth's Companion, according to testimony of its 
editors. Upham wrote the first draft and passed it 
around to members of the staff, who helped compress it. 
Among them was Francis Bellamy who promoted patriotic 
activities of the Companion, and gave the pledge nation- 
al circulation. The Youth's Companion published a 
history of the pledge- which it issued also as a 
leaflet, naming Upham as originator of the draft 
"afterwards condensed and perfected by him and his 
associates of the Companion force."

Perhaps among the many items that are considered un- 
usual which have been used as a medium of exchange 

we can consider and accept the certificates and tokens 
of labor as being most unusual. These items are to 
be viewed in the Bancroft Library, Berkeley Calif. 


This medium of exchange was in use during the exist- 
ence of the Kawea Cooperative Commonwealth communities 
that were located in what is now the Sequoia National 
Park, near Visalia Calif. This organization was a 
kind of christian anarchy, a mixture of Marxism and 
Utopian Socialism, founded by B. G. Haskell and J.J. 
Martin, who established in the 1880's a colony, or 
commune of converts to their ideology, at Kawea, CA. 
Within the confines of the colony, the official money 
of the National government was not of any value, only 
the certificates and tokens of labor were valued as 
exchange medium. The certificates were issued by the 
Kawea Cooperative Colony Company stated that in return 
for services rendered by a member of said company 

and in evidence that said member or his successor, or 
Bearer, if he also is a member, has performed for said 
company ( ) number of minutes or hours of labor for 
which he has agreed to receive in return either an 
equivalent amount of time of any other labor the 
Company may be able to render, or goods at cost, which 


the Company may have on dale at said time, or credits 
upon membership fees or share subscriptions under re- 
gulations provided by the Membership and Trustees irres- 
pective of this certificate, the dividends issued yearly 
on the hours worked are payable to the credit of the mem 
ber who did the work and not to the holder of this certi- 
ficate. This certificate is void in the hands of a non- 
member of the Company and is not transferrable to per- 
sons outside of said Company. Discounting prohibited, 
and good only between members. All certificates were 
signed by the Treasurer and Secretary of the Kawea Co. 


The tokens in use were ornate with a loop at the top. 
The 24 hour token had on side around the outer edge: 
KAWEA CO-OPERATIVE COMMONWEALTH. The date flanked by 
a Star on each side - Below, in the center contained 
within cabinet affair, are five clock faces, register- 
ing time, with BE JUST above center clock and a DAY and 
MONTH below. Above the clock cabinet, supported by 
rods, an arched dial, containing lines and figures 
with an arrow pointed at center. The other side - 
had MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE around upper rim, with FOR 
(stated number) HOURS below, around outer rim... 

with (stated number of hours in the center) MY TIME 
IS MINE above, and YOUR TIME IS YOURS below. 


The legality of land claims of the settlers, news- 
paper opposition by large city newspapers, internal 
dissention by the membership and the establishment 
of the Sequoia Nat'l Park contributed to the demise 
of the Kawea Colony and the medium of exchange, min- 
utes and hours of labor. Within the Sequoia Nat'l 
Park the big tree known as the Karl Marx tree was re- 
named The General Sherman Tree, and the Kawea Post 
Office still is in use as reminders of TIME IS MONEY.

It occurs to me that the San Diego area has reached 
a size numismatically, in members and number of clubs 
where we could annually have a day where all the col- 
lectors and clubs could get together far a day of 
numismatics, somewhat in the manner as is now done 
in the San Francisco Bay region with their East Bay 
"Coinival ." 


It could be an all day meeting, probably on a Sun- 
day. Such a meeting would afford an opportunity for 
members of all five clubs of our San Diego County 
area to get together and I would say that such a 
meeting should be arranged and sponsored by all five 
clubs jointly. 


Such a meeting could include all phases of our acti- 
vyities such as displays, bourse, auction, a program, 
and etc., and probably even a dinner hour, informal 

of course. It could be given publicity and the pub- 
lic be invited. It could be as simple or as ambitious 
as desired. To me it seems like a good idea. I'd
